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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . Claims 1-9 are pending in the application. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Terada et al. (6,898.759). 

Claim 1, Terada et al. discloses information accunnulating means accumulating 
image motion information (a data block; col. 2, lines 35-41; col. 22, lines 30-36); display 
means for displaying images (col. 15, lines 65-67; col. 24, lines 42-67); and control 
means for detecting, from music division at which tune change occurs and/or 
information, a climax section music (music control information in correspondence with 
the music to be played for controlling a sound of the music to be played; col. 34, lines 
38-42; the music control information controlling an amplitude of the sound; col. 35, lines 
47-51 ), selecting said image motion information on the basis of a result of the detection, 
and displaying on said display means a moving image in accordance with the 
reproduction of said music information by use of the selected image motion information 
accordance with the reproduction of said music information (col. 35, line 67 through col. 
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36, line 10). Terada et al. does not directly discloses a tune change occurs and/or a 
climax section of music; however, Terada et al. teaches utilize the music control 
information controlling an amplitude of the sound for controlling a sound of the music to 
be played, the Note On data Ni which have been detected to have the same timing is 
shown as the position of the left wrist; col. 31, lines 8-13; col. 35, lines 47-51). It would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made 
to utilize the music control information controlling an amplitude of the sound (a climax 
section of image) which has taught by Terada, because it would generate higher-quality 
images in good synchronization with the music play during the music reproduction and 
image generation (col. 32, lines 8-25). 

Claim 2, Terada et al. discloses, the control means detects a meter from said 
music information, divides the music on a measure basis, and uses said music 
information for each said division at which tune measure, thereby detecting change 
occurs and said climax section the music (music control information sync. Signal: beat, 
meter, bar); fig. 1 1 ; col. 13, line 48 through col. 14, line 2). 

Claim 3, Terada et al. discloses, the music information play data based on the 
MIDI standard and said control means detects said division at which tune change 
occurs and/or said climax section of said music by use of note information of a MIDI 
event and/or information of a meta event (col. 13, line 46 through col. 14, line 67). 

Claim 4, Terada et al. discloses if said music information does not contain meter 
information, said control means determines a meter on the basis of said note 
information of a MIDI event (col. 9, line 48 through col. 10, line 38; col. 14, lines 9-18). 
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Claims 5-8, the rationale provided in tine rejection of claims 1-4 are incorporated 

herein. 

Claim 9, the rationale provided In the rejection of claim 1 1s incorporated herein. 
In addition, Terada et al. teaches an image display control program for having a 
computer execute the procedures (col. 5, lines 41-52).
